The foregoing account of Alezandert 8 death; K. is corro- 
borated by heathen authors, who relate, that whilſt Alexan- 


der continued in Babylon, he gave himſelf up to great ex· 
ceſſes. He was for ever ſolemnizing new feſtivals, and per- 
petually at new banquets. After having ſpent a ul hole niglit = 
in drinking, a ſecond feaſt was propoſed to him. He w ent 2 ac 
cordingly, and there were twenty gt teſts at table. He drank 
to the health of every perſon in company, and then pledged 
them ſeverally. After this, calling for the cup of Hercules, 
which held ſix bottles, he poured it all down, drinking to 
. one of the company, who pledged him again in the ſame Ro. 
- ous bumper. Alexander had no ſooner ſwallowed it, than 
he fell on the floor, congnered by intempe rance. In this condi- 
tion, he was ſelzed with a fev er, which very ſoon put an end 
to his life at the age of thirty-two years and eight months. 


Alexander did not name tvs ſucceſſor, as he knew there would , 


be great diſputes on the ſubject, for his children were too young 
to aſſert their claim, and he had no friend he could depend on 
. guardian; he therefore, in his life time, gave the govern- 5
